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Minister instrumental in deflating hospital and 
union crisis 


After much debating, deliber¬ 
ating, discussing and negotiat¬ 
ing, late Monday afternoon 
Minister of Public Health, Dr. 
Richard Visser was instrumen¬ 
tal in deflating the crisis be¬ 
tween the management of the 
Hospital and the ABV Union. 
Both parties were able to, as 
we say in Aruba, “add water to 
the wine,” (conceed amicably 
with some give and take) while 
the government footed the bill 
for the additional funds to 
cover the hospital’s deficit in 
order to satisfy the demands of 
the new CAO (collective 
working agreement). 

Contrary to the request that 
the CAO be valid for a period 
of 18 months, it was agreed 
that the duration of the CAO 
would span instead only 12 


months - January 1, 2011 to 
December 31, 2011. 

Ever since the recently held 
Social Dialogue, the parties 
agreed that every effort would 
be made to drastically reduce 
the overall expenses of health 
care so as to be better able to 
manage the AZV (general na¬ 
tional sickness insurance) pro¬ 
gram without having to revert 
back to the government for the 
constant injection of funds to 
keep the program solvent. 

The austerity measure 
should be no surprise in view 
of the example of the personal 
cut back of benefits that the 
Parliamentarians decided to 
implement for themselves 
some months ago. In addition, 
the government has been doing 
everything possible to cut back 



on expenses on personnel in 
view of the current economic 
situation of Aruba. 

Aruba’s economic situation 
is similar to that of the rest of 
the world, where everyone is 
experiencing the effects of the 
world economic downturn. 

It was revealed that the ex¬ 
penses of the Hospital are the 
bulk of the expenses of the 
AZV program and it was 
agreed that these expenses will 
be revised. For the first time 
this year, the Hospital and 
AZV have been able to present 
a preliminary budget. The gov¬ 
ernment has been pressuring 
all parties to comply with their 
responsibility and not to allow 
everything to rest in the hands 
of AZV at the end, who in turn 
will have to resort to the gov¬ 
ernment for help to “bail” them 
out. 

AZV has agreed that the 
Hospital may increase their 
tariffs by 1.5% in their 2011 
budget. Ironically, this increase 
will now be immediately ab¬ 
sorbed by the salary increase 
of their personnel. However, 
this amount is less than the 
union demand of 1.2 million 
florins more; where as, the 
Board of Directors of the Hos¬ 
pital had budgeted 700 thou¬ 
sand Aruban florins. 

The Minister learned of the 
ill feelings of the Hospital per¬ 
sonnel who complained about 
the poor treatment they receive 
from Hospital management. 
Employees are of the opinion 
that there is the absence of real 
customer service which they 
allude translates into less than 
optimum quality service to pa¬ 
tients. In the light of this com¬ 
plaint, the government urged 
the Board of Directors and the 
Supervisory Board to attend to 
this situation and resolve the 
problems that exist with their 
employees. Obviously, the 
Minister has neither direct say 
nor influence in the daily oper¬ 
ations of the Hospital. 

In order to curtail the stale 
mate and to put a stop to the 
employee work slow down so 



that Hospital patients will 
not be affected, the Min¬ 
ister decided to join the 
meeting between the Hos¬ 
pital Supervisory Board, 
the Government Mediator 
and the ABV Union to 
come up with a practical 
and rapid solution. The 
minister succeeded in 
convincing the union that 
Aruba is currently in a 
state of austerity and that 
everyone is expected to 
adjust to the situation. 
They were able to reduce 
the deficit between what 
the union wanted and the

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Blasts, fire escalate Japan's nuclear crisis Minister instrumental in

In towns and cities, 
fearful citizens 

stripped shelves of 
food and water, 
prompting the govern¬ 
ment to warn that 
panic buying could 
hurt its ability to pro¬ 
vide aid to areas dev¬ 
astated by Friday’s 
massive quake and 
tsunami. 

But scared Tokyo 
filled out¬ 


in Fukushima prefecture. 

SENDAI, Japan (AFP) - Ex¬ 
plosions and a fire at Japan’s 
quake-hit nuclear plant un¬ 
leashed dangerous levels of ra¬ 
diation, sparking a collapse on 
the stock market and panic 
buying in supermarkets. 

Tokyo stocks, punished in a 
frantic sell-off that sent in¬ 
dexes around the world slid¬ 
ing, plummeted another 14 
percent before paring some 
losses and ending 10.55 per¬ 
cent down. European and US 
stocks also fell sharply. 
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bound trains and 
rushed to shops to 
stock up on face masks and 
emergency supplies amid 
heightening fears of radiation 
headed their way. 

Radiation levels around the 
Fukushima No.l plant on the 
eastern coast had ’’risen con¬ 
siderably”, Prime Minister 
Naoto Kan said, and his chief 
spokesman announced it had 
reached the point where it en¬ 
dangered human health. 

In Tokyo, 250 kilometres 
(155 miles) to the southwest, 
authorities also said that 
higher-than-normal but not 
harmful radiation levels had 
been detected in the capital, the 
world’s biggest urban area. 

Kan warned people living 
up to 10 kilometres beyond a 
20-kilometre exclusion zone 
around the nuclear plant to stay 
indoors. 

”1 would like to ask the na¬ 
tion, although this incident is 
of great concern, I ask you to 
react very calmly,” he said. 

The fire broke out in the 
plant’s number-four reactor, 
meaning that four of the facil¬ 
ity’s six reactors were in trou¬ 
ble — and temperatures were 
reportedly rising in the other 
two. The Pentagon said it pro¬ 
vided two fire trucks but no US 
troops were involved, clarify¬ 
ing earlier remarks by plant 
operator TEPCO. 

The UN weather agency 
said that winds were currently 
blowing radioactive material 
towards the ocean, and that 
there were ”no implications” 
for Japan or nearby countries. 
France’s Nuclear Safety Au¬ 
thority said the disaster now 


equated to a six on the seven- 
point international scale for 
nuclear accidents, ranking the 
crisis second only in gravity to 
Chernobyl. 

Japan however maintained 
its assessment of the disaster at 
a four, placing it behind the 
1979 Three Mile Island acci¬ 
dent in the United States. 

The UN’s nuclear watch¬ 
dog, the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, said Tokyo 
had asked for expert assistance 
in the aftermath of the quake, 
which US seismologists are 
now measuring at magnitude 
9.0, revised up from 8.9. 

Singapore’s DBS Bank esti¬ 
mated that the twin disasters 
would cost Japan’s economy 
about $100 billion, or about 
two percentage points of its an¬ 
nual gross domestic product.

It was accorded that emplo¬ 
yees will receive retroactively 
to January 2011 the amount of 
50 Aruban florins on their 
salaries and as of July 2011 
they will receive 105 Aruban 
florins through to December 
2011 for the duration of the 
one year CAO. 

The minister emphasized 
that this increase must ensure 
that the employees will com¬ 
mit themselves to the best pos¬ 
sible care of patients and the 
very best service and quality in 
our hospital. Daily the Aruban 
community is pressuring the 
government to demand that the 
hospital provide better care 


and service, while the govern¬ 
ment in essence does not have 
any direct influence on the 
management of the hospital. 

With the agreement 
reached, the ABV Union as¬ 
sured the Minister that on 
Tuesday morning all employ¬ 
ees will have been notified and 
that they will terminate the 
work slow down and return to 
work as usual. The govern¬ 
ment will arrange to have the 
deficit funds transferred to the 
Hospital within two days. Min¬ 
ister Visser expressed appreci¬ 
ation for both parties for their 
understanding and commit¬ 
ment. 


Million young expected at Madrid Catholic rally 


VATICAN CITY, The Vatican 
(AFP) - More than a million 
young people are expected to 
attend the Roman Catholic 
Church’s World Youth Day 
(WYD) celebrations in Spain 
in August, a senior church of¬ 
ficial said. 

About 300,000 pilgrims” 
had enrolled for the event, of 
these 50,000 were Spanish and 
about the same number French 
and Italian. More than 17,000 
of the faithful were expected to 
come from the United States 
and 10,000 from Poland. 

Pope Benedict XVI will at¬ 
tend from August 18 to 21, 
making the third visit of his pa¬ 
pacy to Spain. He will meet 
King Juan Carlos, Prime Min¬ 
ister Jose Luis Zapatero, oppo¬ 
sition leader Mariano Rajoy 
and the Madrid authorities. 

Because of Spain’s delicate 
economic situation, the budget 
for the event, the 26th in the 
series, will be 20 percent lower 
that for the last WYD, in Syd¬ 
ney in July 2008. 

The WYD, instituted by 
Pope John Paul II in 1986, was 
held in 1989 in the northwest¬ 
ern Spanish city of Santiago de 
Compostela. 


Religion is on the retreat in 
Spain, which under the regime 
of dictator Francisco Franco 
was a Roman Catholic strong¬ 
hold. While in 2002 80 percent 
of Spaniards identified them¬ 
selves as Catholics the figure is 
now 73 percent. 


Spanish society has become 
more liberal since 2005 with 
legislation making divorce eas¬ 
ier, legalising homosexual 
marriage (20,000 unions have 
been celebrated since 2005) 
and making abortion more 
available.

How to Create Your Own Mission Statement 
Parti 


Fort Valley State University 
interested in Aruba 



On Monday morning, Minis¬ 
ters Oduber and Dowers met 
with a group of representatives 
of the Fort Valley State Uni¬ 
versity at the Aruba Gover¬ 
nor’s Office. The Georgia state 
university has been visiting 
various countries each year as 
part of their student profes¬ 
sional development program. 
Their objective is to introduce 
students to the various cul¬ 
tures, customs, political life, as 
well as the socio-cultural as¬ 
pects of the country as part of 
the student’s personal and pro¬ 
fessional development. 

Associate Professor of Po¬ 
litical Science and Executive 
Director of the Academic Suc¬ 
cess Center, Dr. Said Sewll, 
Ph.D. was the leader of the 7 
student group who were here 
for a one week visit to our is¬ 
land. 

During their meeting with 
Aruba’s Governor and the two 
ministers, Professor Sewell 
shared that Fort Valley State 
University is known as a his¬ 


torically black university 
known for their success in 
leading students to assume po¬ 
sitions of leadership in the so¬ 
ciety. 

The trip to Aruba, he ex¬ 
plained, is part of that process 
of transitioning students to be¬ 
coming true professionals. 

The Professor also indi¬ 
cated that they will be visiting 
the University of Aruba to ex¬ 
plore the possibility for a stu¬ 
dent exchange between the 
two centers of learning. The 
meeting was a friendly one in 
which the Governor shared 
some of his personal experi¬ 
ences with the group. The mi¬ 
nisters of Aruba also expressed 
interest in exploring the possi¬ 
bility of some future endeavor 
with the Fort Valley State Uni¬ 
versity. 

After their visit with the 
Governor they visited the 
Aruba Parliament where they 
received extensive information 
on the important roll of Parlia¬ 
ment in our society. 


If you’re like me, I’m always 
looking out for mission state¬ 
ments. Often when I enter a 
company’s front door I look 
around to see if they have a 
mission statement somewhere 
posted on the wall where 
everyone can see it. And, sure 
enough, I see many on com¬ 
pany walls! But, you know, 
what usually grabs me is that 
many of them say a lot of 
things, but in essence tell me 
nothing. I am not able to deci¬ 
pher what it is they really want 
to convey in their statement. In 
other words, their mission 
statement is too vague, or too 
wordy, or too expanded, or too 
nothing! 

So many companies seem 
to miss the point with their 
mission statement! Then again 
there are others who want to 
make certain that they don’t 
miss anything, and they in¬ 
clude much too much and their 
statement becomes too bulky 
and complex. 

I remember working with a 
small company in Curacao 
helping them create a mission 
statement. It was a rather 
pleasant exercise, but one that 
involved many days of brain¬ 
storming and hard work. But, 
when we finally came up with 
the statement it was very clear 
what the company wanted and 
what they wanted to reflect 
through the statement. Every¬ 
body could see almost at a 
glance in which direction they 
were going and what their pri¬ 
mary objectives were. 

You know, interestingly, we 
shouldn’t limit mission state¬ 
ments to companies or busi¬ 
nesses; they should be 
designed for personal life as 
well. The same way we want 
our businesses to thrive, we 
should also desire our personal 
lives to thrive. So, creating a 
mission statement for your life 
is a very necessary exercise 
that could make a major differ¬ 
ence in how you run your life! 
I had to learn this for myself 
one day...and once I did, it 
changed my perspective! 

In these articles, today is 
part I, I want to invite you to 
explore the matter of creating 
a mission statement with me. I 
want to outline what I believe 
to be the 4 most important 
steps we need to take to create 
a good mission statement ei¬ 
ther for a company (if you run 
a company) or for your per¬ 
sonal life. 

I know .. .1 can almost hear 


you saying it out loud: You 
need a management ‘guru’ to 
help you create a mission state¬ 
ment! Well, I know companies 
today do pay lots of money to 
some so-called management 
specialist to come in and create 
a mission statement for them. I 
have no problem with that. 
There is absolutely nothing 
wrong with that. Eike I inti¬ 
mated above...I’ve done that 
for companies too. But, why 
pay great sums of money for 
something you can do your¬ 
self. Would you pay a ‘guru’ to 
help you design your personal 
life mission statement...most 
probably not. 

Test I mislead you, let me 
hasten to tell you that I am no 
gum, I am no management 
specialist! I am a trained psy¬ 
chologist. And, after leading 
Amba’s state-of-the-art Hotel 
training college for 27 years I 
know a thing or two about 
management and organiza¬ 
tions! And, I have participated 
in several mission statement 
creation sessions and have per¬ 
sonally led a few. In addition, 
my research on the subject has 
provided me a wealth of know¬ 
ledge and understanding on the 
subject. Well, let me share with 
you the first of the four steps 
you need to take to create a 
good mission statement: 

Step Number One: What 
Do We DO? 

The first step is answering 
this basic question. You must 
be clear about your personal or 
organizational mission. An¬ 
swering this question will give 
you the right focus as to what 
work is inside and outside of 
your particular area or scope 
that will keep you on track. 
You need to be crystal clear as 
to what exactly you do as a 
company, or as a person! 

Once you can answer this 
question clearly and concisely, 
you can move on to the second 
step. Eet me answer the ques¬ 
tion with an example of what I 
mean: 

Buchi-Juan Dakota Center 
is dedicated to offering food 
and temporary shelter to 
homeless, unemployed teenage 
mothers of Dakota until they 
are able to find work and be 
self sufficient. That is what 
they do! 

A good mission statement 
doesn’t have to be long or bor¬ 
ing. It must be a vibrant state¬ 
ment that gives you direction 
and is explicit enough for any 
third party to understand at a 


glance! 

Before we go to step two, 
let me emphasize here that any 
good mission statement must 
involve all personnel and staff 
in the brainstorming, planning 
and creation stage of the state¬ 
ment. If you don’t involve 
everyone, what you get is the 
manager’s statement, not the 
company’s mission state¬ 
ment. . .and there’s a big differ¬ 
ence in the two. If you want 
total support for your service 
or product, a unified image to 
the public (your customers), 
efficiency and effectivity in 
your operation, you will in¬ 
clude everyone in the mission 
statement creation exercise! 

Step Number Two: For 
Whom Do We Do What We 
Do? 

In my example, the organi¬ 
zation serves unemployed 
teenage mothers of Dakota! 
Notice, they are clear about the 
service they provide and about 
the reach of their service - the 
Dakota area, not all of Aruba! 
Then, there is a direct cus¬ 
tomer -teenage moms, and the 
indirect beneficiary - the com¬ 
munity. As these teenage 
moms find work and re-enter 
the community, the community 
becomes the indirect benefici¬ 
ary of the organization’s work. 

Next Morning News issue I 
will outline the other two ques¬ 
tions you need to ask as you set 
out to create your mission 
statement. In closing, let me 
encourage you to develop a 
personal mission statement for 
your life. It could make all the 
difference in your success as an 
individual. Ask yourself, What 
Do I Do? What is the primary 
occupation in my life, what 
gets me out of bed every morn¬ 
ing, what do I spend my day 
doing everyday? Write out the 
answer to this question. Then, 
ask yourself a second question: 
For whom am I doing what I’m 
doing? I hope you don’t reply 
with....for my boss! No, you 
must be doing what you’re 
doing for more reasons than 
just for your boss. Answer this 
question clearly, honestly and 
concisely. Then wait for next 
edition for the other two ques¬ 
tions as you pursue a life’s mis¬ 
sion which would change your 
entire perspective and give you 
new meaning to your life from 
now on.

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Sea turtle season has started 



Last Thursday the first Lea¬ 
therback nest was found by 
Turtugaruba (the local Founda¬ 
tion for the protection of the 
sea turtles) in front of Bucuti 
Beach Resort/Manchebo. A 
the red-and-white barriers was 
placed around the nest to pre¬ 
vent irresponsible drivers from 
crushing the eggs and to garan- 
tee a save incubation period of 
two months. 

The Leatherback Sea Tur¬ 
tles nesting on Aruba don’t live 
in the Caribbean, but in the 
Northern part of the Atlantic 
Ocean, off the coast of Nova 


Scotia, Canada. 

But they are bom on Amba’s 
beaches. After 20 - 30 years 
they reach maturity and then re¬ 
turn to their natal beach in order 
to nest during the turtle nesting 
season (March - July). Nor¬ 
mally one female makes about 
7 nests per season. After laying 
her last nest she returns to the 
cold waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean. She will not come back 
to Amba the next year, but will 
skip one or two years. 

All species of sea turtles are 
endangered and need our pro¬ 
tection. What you can do to 


protect sea turtles: 

• Lights out for sea turtles. 
Nighttime activities and artifi¬ 
cial lighting may deter adult 
females from nesting. So 
PLEASE keep all lights off, in¬ 
cluding flashlights, flash pho¬ 
tography and video equipment. 
“Sea turtles dig the dark” 

• Do not drive on beaches. 
Not all of the turtle nests on all 
the beaches around Aruba are 
marked. Vehicles (4x4, quads) 
compact the sand and can 
crush the eggs. 

• Do not litter.Do not leave 
any plastic cups or bags on the 


beach. The wind will blow it 
into the sea. A floating plastic 
bag is easily mistaken for a jel¬ 
lyfish, the Leatherback Sea 
Turtle’s favorite food. 

• Remove obstacles from 
the beach. Obstacles as beach 
furniture or recreational equip¬ 
ment may cause nesting fe¬ 
males to abort their nesting 
attempt or may even trap them. 
So don’t leave any beach 
chairs at night unattended 
close to the sea, but make a 
stack as far as possible away 
from the water. 

• Do not disturb a nesting 


sea turtle. Do not attempt to 
touch the turtle but stay at a re¬ 
spectful distance (at least 10 
meters). Do allow the turtle to 
complete the full nesting pro- 
ces (about two hours) and 
don’t be in her way when she 
returns to the sea. 

• Do call Turtugaruba (24 
hour Turtle Hotline: 5929393). 
If, during a late evening or 
early morning stroll on the 
beach you witness a sea turtle, 
or if you see turtle crawl 
marks, please call Turtugaruba 
or notify the frontdesk of your 
hotel. Thanks!

HP looks to the ’cloud' 


AUSTIN, Texas (AFP) - Mi¬ 
crosoft has released the latest 
version of its Internet Ex¬ 
plorer Web browsing soft¬ 
ware free online, hoping to 
fend off recent challenges by 
Firefox and Google Chrome. 

"IE9 has just released 
around the world,” a boom¬ 
ing voice told a cheering 
crowd at 11:00 pm Monday 
(0400 GMT Tuesday) in the 
Austin City Limits Live con¬ 
cert hall where a launch party 
was being held. 

Internet Explorer 9 (IE9) 
was available for download 
in 30 languages at beauty- 
oftheweb.com. 

’’Things are about to 
change,” Microsoft corporate 
vice president Dean 
Hachamovitch said just hours 
earlier at a press conference 
at the South By Southwest 
Interactive technology festi¬ 
val here. 

”We took a dramatically 
different tack,” he continued. 
”It’s a really good day for the 
Web.” 

IE9 is built to make the 
most of Microsoft’s latest op¬ 
erating system, Windows 7, 
as well as graphics process¬ 
ing chips that can power 
videos, games and graphics. 

The long list of partners 
that have adapted websites to 
IE9 includes Facebook, Twit¬ 
ter, Pandora, Hulu, and 
Yahoo!, according to Mi¬ 
crosoft. 

”We have worked with 
partners reaching a billion ac¬ 
tive Internet users,” 
Hachamovitch said. ’’All of 
these partners are using IE9 
to make a more beautiful 
Web, starting today.” 

More than 40 million 
copies of IE9 have already 
been downloaded as part of 
the process leading up to its 
official release, according to 
Microsoft. 

Microsoft showed off a 
lean, muscular new Internet 
Explorer crafted to spotlight 
slick websites and beat back 
competition from Firefox and 
Google. 

Microsoft director of web 


services strategy Ari Bixhorn 
booted up an Apple Mac- 
Book Pro laptop running the 
latest version of Firefox for a 
side-by-side comparison. 

A laptop powered by Win¬ 
dows and using IE9 smoothly 
zipped through cascading im¬ 
ages illustrating top tunes at a 
radio station website while 
the competition appeared to 
be much slower. 

Once a website is reached, 
the IE9 browser seems to al¬ 
most vanish to spotlight the 
content. 

’’The browser is the stage 
and the websites are the stars 
of the show,” Hachamovitch 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
announced Tuesday the tem¬ 
porary shutdown of the oldest 
seven of its 17 nuclear reac¬ 
tors pending a safety review 
in light of Japan’s atomic 
emergency. 

”We are launching a safety 
review of all nuclear reactors 
... with all reactors in opera¬ 
tion since the end of 1980 set 
to be idled for the period of 
the (three-month) morato¬ 
rium,” Chancellor Angela 
Merkel said. 

This covers seven nuclear 
reactors in Germany, which 
decided a decade ago to be 
nuclear-free by 2020, a target 
postponed until the mid- 
2030s by Merkel’s govern¬ 
ment late last year — despite 
strong public opposition. 

Japan’s government has 
said radiation levels near the 
Fukushima nuclear plant have 
reached levels harmful to hu¬ 
mans, advising thousands of 
people to stay indoors after 
two explosions and a fire at 
the facility Tuesday.

Halth experts sound warning over iodine 
rush: 

HONG KONG (AFP) - Japan’s 
nuclear crisis has sparked panic 
buying of iodine pills, with on¬ 
line bids exceeding $500 for one 
packet, but health experts hosed 
down the hysteria and warned 
the pills are of limited use. 

As fresh blasts rocked a stricken 
atomic plant on Japan's east 
coast, and crews worked frantically to cool reactors that emitted 
dangerous levels of radiation near the facility, jitters spread to 
Tokyo and beyond. 

US-based firms selling potassium iodide, a preventative treat¬ 
ment for radiation sickness, completely ran out of stock and 
pharmacies across the country's Pacific-facing West Coast had 
a rush on the over-the-counter pills. 

Potassium iodide is a salt used to saturate the thyroid gland to 
block the uptake of radioactive iodine, a highly carcinogenic 
substance that can leak from nuclear reactors in an accident. 



US ill-prepared for emergency radiation: 
study 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Most American states are not prepared 
to cope with a major nuclear radiation event, said a study pub¬ 
lished that happened to coincide with a feared nuclear disaster 
in quake-hit Japan. 

The survey of state health departments was conducted in 2010 
and found that almost half of the 38 states that took part had no 
plan for protecting public health in the event of a radiation 
emergency. 

"Most states had completed little to no planning for public 
health surveillance to assess potential human health impacts of 
a radiation event," said the study in Disaster Medicine and Pub¬ 
lic Health Preparedness, a journal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

Few states said they had the resources to test the public for ra¬ 
diation exposure. 


Three-year-old is UK's 'youngest ever 
alcoholic': 

LONDON (AFP) - A three-year- 
old child who was treated in hos¬ 
pital for addiction to alcohol is 
thought to be Britain's youngest 
ever alcoholic, health officials 
said. 

The youngster was one of 13 
people under the age of 12 who 
were diagnosed as alcoholics by 
the state-run National Health 
Service (NHS) in central Eng¬ 
land between 2008 and 2010. 
Health officials declined to give details of the three-year-old's 
condition or disclose the toddler's identity due to patient confi¬ 
dentiality rules. 

An NHS spokeswoman said: "We treat alcohol abuse very se¬ 
riously, and have specialist teams and experts on hand who are 
there to treat young patients with alcohol-related problems." 
The groups, including the British Medical Association and the 
charity Alcohol Concern, accused the health ministry of letting 
the drinks industry dictate policy and condemned the pledges 
as neither specific nor measurable. 



Health watchdog ready to aid Japan in 
nuclear alert 



GENEVA,Switzerland(AFP) - 
The World Health Organization 
said it was ready to help Japan, 
which is grappling with a nu¬ 
clear emergency after some re¬ 
actors were damaged by last 
week's deadly earthquake. 

"We have expressed our 
availability to participate in a 
mission, to offer necessary as¬ 
sistance, if it is required," said 
Maria Neira, the UN health 
agency's director of public 
health and environment. 

"We are ready," she added. 

Radiation near a quake-hit 
nuclear plant reached levels 
harmful to human health, 
Japan's government said after 
two explosions and a fire at the 
crippled facility. 

Four of the six reactors at 
the Fukushima No. 1 plant, 250 
kilometres (155 miles) north¬ 
east of Tokyo, have now over¬ 
heated and sparked explosions 
since Friday's massive earth¬ 
quake and tsunami knocked out 
cooling systems. 

Neira assessed that Japanese 
authorities have acted appropri¬ 


ately in imposing exclusion 
zones around the plant. 

However, she warned: "The 
situation is evolving very 
quickly, the recommendations 
will have to be adapted with the 
situation as it evolves. 

"For the time being, with 
the core information that is 
available with the prevailing 
situation, the type of radioac¬ 
tivity that is in the area, the 
measures of evacuating, the 
measures of requesting people 
to stay indoors, the measures to 
preposition and eventually dis¬ 


tribute potassium iodide, those 
are the ones that the public 
health community is recom¬ 
mending," she said. 

Neira also said that the 
WHO is not making any spe¬ 
cific recommendation on diet 
at the moment, as "the produce 
that will be at risk will be the 
produce that are growing in the 
contaminated areas." 

"Our understanding is that 
there are no problems at the 
moment (from what) they've 
collected from the area, be¬ 
cause it's totally inundated." 


Bad breath: 


Bad breath odors vary depend¬ 
ing on the source or the under¬ 
lying cause of the bad breath.

When to see a doctor 

If you've been told you have 
bad breath or are aware that 
you do, review your oral hy¬ 
giene habits. Try making 
lifestyle changes, such as 
brushing your teeth and tongue 
after eating, using dental floss, 
and drinking plenty of water. 

If your bad breath persists 
after making such changes, see 
your dentist. If your dentist 
suspects a more serious condi¬ 
tion is causing your bad breath, 
he or she may refer you to a 
doctor to find the cause of the 



odor. 

Most bad breath originates 
in your mouth. The causes of 
bad breath are numerous. 
They include: 

■Food. The breakdown of 
food particles in and around 
your teeth can cause a foul 
odor. Eating foods containing 
certain oils is another source 
of bad breath. Onions and gar¬ 
lic are the best-known exam¬ 
ples, but other vegetables and 
spices also can cause bad 
breath. 

■Dental problems. Poor dental 
hygiene and periodontal dis¬ 


ease can be a source of bad 
breath.Dentures that aren't 
cleaned regularly or don't fit 
properly can harbor odor- 
causing bacteria and food par¬ 
ticles. 

■Dry mouth. Saliva helps 
cleanse your mouth, removing 
particles that may cause bad 
odors. A condition called dry 
mouth (xerostomia) can con¬ 
tribute to bad breath.Dry 
mouth naturally occurs during 
sleep, leading to morning 
breath. 

■Diseases. In about 10 percent 
of bad breath cases, the bad 
odors do not come from the 
mouth (extra-oral halitosis). 
For example, illnesses, such as 
some cancers and metabolic 
disorders, can cause a distinc¬ 
tive breath odor as a result of 
chemicals they produce. Dia¬ 
betes and kidney or liver fail¬ 
ure can lead to a fishy smell.

Olympics: Rush starts for London 2012 
tickets 

LONDON, (AFP) - Tickets for the 2012 London Olympics went 
on sale this week with organisers promising that the website 
would not crash under the expected huge demand. 

Applicants were urged to approach the start of the ballot for 6.6 
million tickets — coinciding with 500 days to go until the Games 
begin — as a marathon not a sprint, with applications possible 
for the next six weeks. 

Allocation of tickets is not on a first-come-first-served basis, 
meaning every request made until April 26 stands an equal 
chance of success. London 2012 chairman Sebastian Coe told 
people there was no need to place their orders immediately. 

A London 2012 spokesman said: "It is being sorted. It is an issue 
with Visa rather than the website or our systems." 

Renault apologises to managers wrongly 
sacked for spying: 

PARIS (AFP) - Renault publicly apologised to three top man¬ 
agers it fired for allegedly selling key electric car secrets to 
China after it emerged the French automaker may have been the 
victim of fraud. 

Boss Carlos Ghosn went on prime time television to apologise 
"personally and in Renault's name", but said he had turned down 
an offer by his number two, operations chief Patrick Pelata, to 
resign over the debacle. 

Renault officials quickly sacked the three managers in January, 
saying publicly they had proof they had been selling secrets on 
the electric technology which is expected to change the car in¬ 
dustry. The French government had branded the affair "eco¬ 
nomic warfare" and some pointed the finger at China, drawing 
an angry denial from Beijing. 

Ghosn and Pelata said in a statement they would meet with the 
managers concerned as soon as possible and "make reparations". 


'Historic' EU budget pact draws flak: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe thrashed out cross-border laws to 
punish states that flout budgetary limits in order to avoid a future 
debt crisis — but top figures lined up to criticise watered-down 
measures. 

European Union finance ministers proposed six laws for the 17- 
nation eurozone intended to sharpen defences around their 
shared currency — introducing financial penalties for govern¬ 
ments that repeatedly breach collective economic targets. 

A staggering 2,000-plus amendments lodged by European Par¬ 
liament lawmakers in a bid to make sanctions more automatic 
and less susceptible to backroom Brussels politicking may yet 
see the legislation tightened up between now and a June target- 
date for adoption.

IEA warns high oil prices could hit 
growth 

PARIS, France (AFP) - The In¬ 
ternational Energy Agency 
warned of a "marked slow¬ 
down" in the global economy 
unless oil prices fall from cur¬ 
rent high levels as post-reces¬ 
sion demand picks up. 

"If prices remain at current 
levels or rise further, by Sep¬ 
tember 2011, if not before, the 
global economy may feature a 
marked slowdown," the IEA 
said in its monthly oil report. 

This effect would be exac¬ 
erbated by expected fiscal 
tightening if inflationary pres¬ 
sures become entrenched, said 
the IEA which advises the in¬ 
dustrialised world. 

While admitting that esti¬ 
mating the impact is "notori¬ 
ously difficult," the IEA 
suggested that a 10 percent in¬ 
crease in the price of oil could 
cut global growth by between 
0.2 and 0.7 percentage points 
after one year, and possibly by 
twice as much in the second 
year. 

Turning to the violent unrest 
in OPEC member Libya, the 
Paris-based agency said oil 
production, and certainly ex¬ 


ports, had practically ground to 
a halt there. 

"What is becoming clearer 
is that the country's oil exports 
of some 1.3 million barrels per 
day will remain off the market 
for a considerable time due to 
both war inflicted damage and 
international sanctions," the 
IEA said. 

The IEA report was com¬ 
pleted with the full scale of the 
devastation wreaked by the 
earthquakes and tsunami in 
Japan yet to be measured. 

With its nuclear capacity 
wrecked by explosions at re¬ 
actors in the wake of the nat-

The price of Brent crude has 
risen by around 50 percent in

clear emergency.

De Niro and Penn back Palestinian 
film at UN 


Teen cancels Facebook party 
with 200,000 'guests'

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Sean Penn and Robert De Niro 
joined stars who appeared at 
the UN headquarters for the US 
premiere of a contested movie 
on the Middle East conflict that 
Israel tried to get cancelled. 

Penn, De Niro, Josh Brolin 
and Steve Buscemi turned out 
to support award-winning 
American-Jewish director Ju¬ 
lian Schnabel at the premiere 
of ’’Miral," the story of two 
Palestinian women after the 
creation of Israel in 1948. 

The Israeli mission to the 
UN had said that showing the 
movie in the UN General As¬ 
sembly hall was "clearly a 
politicized decision" that 
"shows poor judgment and a 
lack of even-handedness." 

But UN General Assembly 
president Joseph Deiss of 
Switzerland turned down the 
Israeli request to cancel the 
event. A spokesman said Deiss 
hoped that showing the film 
would "contribute" to a settle¬ 
ment in the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict. 

Schnabel, who was awar¬ 
ded the best director at Cannes 
in 2007 for "The Diving Bell 
and the Butterfly," praised the 


UN decision at the start of the 
film and called his film a "cry 
for peace." 

The film, with Indian ac¬ 
tress Freida Pinto of "Slumdog 
Millionaire" fame in the lead 
role, is based on an autobio¬ 
graphical novel by Palestinian 
journalist Rula Jebreal that 
traces the Arab-Israeli from a 
Palestinian perspective. 

Like Jebreal, the lead char¬ 
acter Miral grows up in an or¬ 
phanage in East Jerusalem set 
up by a socialite from a 
wealthy Palestinian family, 
who one morning in 1948 
came across 55 children who 


escaped a village taken over by 
radical Jewish militants. 

Adapted with the author, 
Schnabel's film traces the lives 
of the two women from the es¬ 
tablishment of the orphanage 
until the Oslo peace accords of 
1993. 


SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
An Australian schoolgirl had to 
cancel her 16th birthday party 
after her Facebook invitation 
went viral and close to 200,000 
people said they would turn up 
at her house, reports said. 

The Sydney girl had wanted 
her schoolmates to attend, and 
the post — which included her 
address — said they could bring 
friends if they let her know, 
Sydney's Daily Telegraph 
newspaper reported. 

"(It's an) open house party 
as long as it doesn't get out of 
hand," she wrote, adding that 
she had not had time to invite 
everyone individually. 

But within 24 hours more 
than 20,000 people had replied 
to the public event to say they 
were attending and by Tuesday 
almost 200,000 potential par- 
tygoers had reportedly ac¬ 
cepted the invitation. 


The girl's father, who asked 
not to be named, said his 
daughter had invited "a few 
friends" over Facebook but 
had initially been unaware of 
the settings required to stop 
strangers from viewing the in¬ 
formation. 

"She was just anxious about 
whether anyone would show 
up to her birthday," he told the 
Telegraph. 

Police said it appeared the 
girl's original post had been re¬ 
posted by an "unknown per¬ 
son" and this had gone viral, as 
they warned of the dangers of 
advertising parties on social 
networking sites. 

"The father has given us an 
undertaking that he will have 
the Facebook page removed 
and the party will definitely 
not be going on," said police 
Inspector Terry Dalton. "There 
will be no party at that address.

NEW DELHI, India(AFP) - 
South Africa became the fifth 
team to reach the World Cup 
quarter-finals on Tuesday, 
comprehensively ending Ire¬ 
land's hopes and ramping up 
the survival pressure on ill¬ 
ness-hit England. 

JP Duminy agonisingly 
missed a century by just one 
run as the Proteas recovered 
from a poor start to make 272 
for 7 in Kolkata before Ire¬ 
land were dismissed for 141 
to lose by 131 runs. 

"We wanted to qualify. 
We've got one round robin 
game left against Bangladesh 
and hopefully three good 
games in the knockout phase. 
We've done the first part of it 
now," said South Africa cap¬ 
tain Graeme Smith. 

South Africa were strug¬ 
gling at 117-5 before Duminy 
and World Cup debutant 
Colin Ingram (46), replacing 
the injured AB de Villiers, put 
on 87 for the sixth wicket at 
an eerily quiet 65,000-capac¬ 
ity Eden Gardens. 

The 26-year-old Duminy, 
who also added 65 for the 
seventh wicket with Johan 
Botha, was on 99 when he 
skied a mistimed drive into 
the safe hands of a diving 
Kevin O'Brien in the final 
over. 

Ireland were dismissed in 
the 34th over with Gary Wil¬ 
son top-scoring with 31 and 
Morne Morkel and Robin Pe¬ 
terson claiming three wickets 
each. 

"We started off pretty 
well. We got couple of wick¬ 
ets up front. We thought it 
was important to get wickets 
to peg them back and I 
thought we did that pretty 
much throughout," said Ire¬ 


land captain William Porter¬ 
field. 

"We were happy enough at 
half-time with chasing 270. It 
was not out of our reach but 
we consistently lost wickets." 

South Africa now top 
Group B and have joined the 
four qualifiers from Group A 
in the quarter-finals — New 
Zealand, Australia, Pakistan 
and Sri Lanka. 

Their victory leaves India, 
West Indies, Bangladesh and 
England scrambling for the 
last three spots in their pool. 

England's problems piled 
up on Tuesday when captain 
Andrew Strauss and off-spin¬ 
ner Graeme Swann missed 
training with stomach prob¬ 
lems and were rated doubtful 
for the clash against the West 
Indies in Chennai on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Fast bowler Jimmy Ander¬ 
son also needed treatment on 
a shoulder injury. 

England must beat the 
West Indies to have a chance 
of qualifying for the quarter¬ 
finals, but even then they will 
need other results to go their 
way. 

With their last-eight place 
already assured, Pakistan 
coach Waqar Younis now 
wants his team to beat de¬ 
fending champions Australia 
in their final group match on 
Saturday. 

The 1992 champions 
eased into the last eight with 
a comfortable seven-wicket 
win over Zimbabwe on Mon¬ 
day and now face Australia, 
who are on an unbeaten 33- 
match streak in the World 
Cup. 

"They are such a big team, 
world champs, and haven’t 
lost for ages," said Waqar of 


Australia, whose last defeat 
in the event came at the hands 
of Pakistan in 1999. 

Meanwhile, Canada's John 
Davison, who once held the 
record for the fastest World 
Cup century, will retire from 
international cricket after his 
side's final match against 
Australia. 

Davison, born in Canada 
but brought up in Australia, 
smashed his famous hundred 
off just 67 balls against the 
West Indies at Centurion in 
2003. 

Australia's Matthew Hay¬ 
den broke Davison's record at 
the 2007 World Cup and it 
was broken again at the on¬ 
going tournament by Ire¬ 
land's Kevin O'Brien, who 
reached three figures off just 
50 balls against England. 


FIFA chief opens football academy in 
Myanmar 


BANGKOK,Thailand 
(AFP) - The head of world 
football's governing body 
FIFA said Myanmar could 
play a "very active role" in 
the sport in Asia after he 
opened a new soccer acad¬ 
emy in the country. 

FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter, on his first visit to 
Myanmar, opened the acad¬ 
emy in Mandalay ahead of a 
meeting this week with pre¬ 
mier Thein Sein, who is also 
president-elect in the new 
army-dominated parliament. 

"Football cannot exist 
alone without the political 
and government support and 
therefore it's absolutely nec¬ 
essary that I'm going to meet 
your prime minister," Blatter 


told a press conference. 

"I would say that Myan¬ 
mar can play a very active 
role ... let's say at first in 
ASEAN (the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations), 
then in Asia," he said, refer¬ 
ring to when Myanmar's 
footballers were Asian soc¬ 
cer champions in the 1960s. 

Football is Myanmar's 
most popular sport and now 
has its own league with 
about 100 players on 
monthly salaries ranging 
from 300,000 kyats (300 
dollars) to one million kyats. 

Senior General Than 
Shwe ordered regime 
cronies and businessmen to 
be the owners of profes¬ 
sional soccer teams in the 


league in January 2009, of¬ 
fering incentives such as 
gem and jade mines, accord¬ 
ing to a leaked US cable 
from that year. 

A follow-up cable noted 
that the Myanmar strong¬ 
man's grandson is himself a 
footballer for the Delta 
United team owned by Zaw 
Zaw, whose companies are 
subject to US sanctions. 

According to one em¬ 
bassy source kept anony¬ 
mous by the whistleblowing 
website WikiLeaks, Zaw 
Zaw and Than Shwe's 
grandson came up with the 
idea of a professional soccer 
league "but had to obtain the 
senior general's support 
first".

South Africa end Irish hopes, 
reach quarter-finals 
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April 6 hearing set on 
lockout 


Djokovic crushes Gulbis 
Jankovic out 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota 
(AFP) - Battling NFL players 
and the league will face each 
other in court on April 6 in a 
hearing on a players' lawsuit 
seeking to bar owners from 
locking them out of work. 

US District Judge Susan 
Richard Nelson scheduled 
the hearing on Monday. 

A group of players, led by 
superstar quarterbacks Drew 
Brees, Tom Brady and Pey¬ 
ton Manning, filed their re¬ 
quest last week, hours before 
contract talks broke down, 
the collective bargaining 
agreement expired and the 
NFL said it was locking play¬ 
ers out of team facilities. 

The players sought an in¬ 
junction to block an owner- 
imposed work stoppage, and 
also filed an anti-trust lawsuit 
with hundreds of millions of 
dollars at stake if it goes for¬ 
ward. 

The case first went to 
Judge Richard Kyle, who re¬ 
cused himself for unspecified 
reasons. 

It was reassigned to Judge 
Patrick Schiltz, who stepped 
aside because he once repre¬ 
sented the NFL in several 
cases as a private practice at¬ 
torney. 

The case could still be re¬ 
assigned, even after the in¬ 
junction request is settled. 

The players reportedly 
want their anti-trust case to 


go before US District Judge 
David Doty, who has ruled on 
NFL labor issues since the 
early 1990s and has often 
found in favor of the players. 

If the court decides the lat¬ 
est case is related to prior 
cases assigned to Doty, it 
could be reassigned. 

Doty presided over a land¬ 
mark settlement in 1993 that 
opened the door for true free 
agency. 

Saints quarterback Brees, 
however, said the players 
aren't too concerned about 
whether Doty eventually 
hears their case. 

"To us, that's not an issue," 
Brees said Monday. "That 
was something that the own¬ 
ers seemed to be very con¬ 
cerned about and focused on. 
For us, it's about the facts and 
it's about the law. 

"And we believe those are 
on our side." 

Talks between billionaire 
owners and millionaire play¬ 
ers fell apart last Friday when 
they could not agree on how 
to divide $9 billion in annual 
revenues. 

Sixteen days of negotia¬ 
tions with a federal mediator 
proved fruitless when the 
players union decertified, 
paving the way for the anti¬ 
trust lawsuit. 

The main stumbling 
blocks were the amount of 
money owners wanted off the 


top of the annual revenues 
before dividing up the rest, 
and the union's demand for 
full financial disclosure to 
back up owners' demands. 

A top spokesman for the 
players' association, which is 
now a "trade association" 
rather than a union empow¬ 
ered to bargain on behalf of 
its members, said the two 
sides weren't close to reach¬ 
ing a deal last week. 

"The perception is that we 
were really, really close. The 
reality is: We really, really 
weren't," George Atallah said 
on a conference call. 

With America's most pop¬ 
ular spectator sport facing the 
threat of a truncated season, a 
senior US lawmaker on Mon¬ 
day called for the NFL's ex¬ 
emption from anti-trust laws 
in its broadcasting contracts 
to end. 

"At a time when the econ¬ 
omy is struggling and the 
NFL has chosen to lock out 
its players, it is particularly 
inappropriate to allow the 
league to benefit from a spe¬ 
cial anti-trust exemption," 
said Representative John 
Conyers of Michigan, the top 
Democrat on the House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee. 

He introduced the Prevent 
Lockout of Athletes This 
Year Act, or PLAY Act. 

However, committee 
chairman Lamar Smith of 
Texas, indicated he wouldn't 
take up the legislation. 

"The House Judiciary 
Committee will not consider 
any bill that attempts to inter¬ 
ject Congress into the private 
dispute" between the NFL 
and the NFL Players Associ¬ 
ation, Smith said. 

The broadcasting exemp¬ 
tion allows the NFL to sign 
TV contracts on behalf of all 
teams, and the ensuing rev¬ 
enue has helped make the 
league an economic behe¬ 
moth. 


INDIAN WELLS (AFP) - 
Two-time major winner 
Novak Djokovic rolled over 
Ernests Gulbis 6-0, 6-1 in a 
third round match at the $9 
million WTA and ATP Mas¬ 
ters 1000 event on Tuesday. 

The reigning Australian 
Open champion was rarely 
tested against the 34th ranked 
Latvian in the 54-minute 
match on centre court. 

Djokovic fired four aces, 
including the final two points 
of the match as he broke Gul¬ 
bis' serve five times. 

Djokovic, who is looking 
to secure his second Indian 
Wells title, has been unstop¬ 
pable so far this year with a 
14-0 record. 


Djokovic moves on to face 
either Michael Llodra of 
France or Serbian country¬ 
man Victor Troicki. 

Defending woman's 
champion Jelena Jankovic 
was added to the growing list 
of top seed casualties as she 
lost to Serbian country¬ 
woman Ana Ivanovic 6-4, 6- 
2 in a fourth round match. 

The sixth seeded Jankovic 
was attempting to become the 
first women since Martina 
Navratilova (1990 and 1991) to 
defend her title at Indian Wells. 

In other early matches 
Tuesday, Czech Tomas 
Berdych beat Thomaz Bel- 
lucci of Brazil 6-3, 6-2.

Barry Bonds' judge OKs access to juror info 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Information about prospec¬ 
tive jurors in the upcoming 
perjury trial of home run king 
Barry Bonds will be made 
public, but not the jurors' 
names, according to a judge. 

US District Court Judge 
Susan Illston on Monday 
granted the requests of media 


outlets about the information 
on the detailed questionnaires 
that help the judge and 
lawyers select the jury. 

But Illston said the jurors' 
names will be kept confiden¬ 
tial until the end of the trial 
because she's concerned the 
media and public will attempt 
to interact with jurors if their 


names are disclosed. 

That kind of communica¬ 
tion could cause a mistrial. 

The trial is set to begin 
next Monday and is expected 
to last at least a fortnight, 
meaning it would be ongoing 
when the 2011 Major League 
Baseball season starts on 
March 31.
